Col. Milton Foreman's Connection

Jtes Back to the Original 
Paris Caucus.

Col. Milton J. Foreman, national 
executive cemmltteeman of the Illi­ 

nois department 
of the American 
Legion, is u Chi­ 
cago lawyer, who 
for many years 
has been active 
in public and mil­ 
itary affairs. His 
connection w 11 fi 
the Legion dates 
back to the orig­ 
inal Paris caucus 
at which time the 
idea of forming a 
Legion was con­ 
ceived. At that

meeting he was named chairman of 
the temporary executive committee.

Returning to the United States, he 
was elected commander of the Illinois 
department. In 11 months the mem­ 
bership in Illinois Increased from 19,- 
000 to more than 65,000, and the num­ 
ber of posts  from 220 to 682. 

| While serving with the First Illi­ 
nois cavalry, in 1894, Mr. Foreman ac­ 
quired an active interest in military 
uftalrs. He served with that organi­ 
zation during the Spanish-American 
war and rose to the rank of captain. 

After the war Mr. Foreman began 
the practice of law in Chicago, and be­ 
came major in the First cavalry. In 
1914 he was promoted to lieutenant 
colonel, and two years later commis­ 
sioned colonel of the regiment. He 
was lu command of that organization 
during the border troubles.

With the outbreak of the World war. 
Colonel Foreman requested the trans­ 
fer of his regiment to Held artillery, 
which was effected in June, 1917. Col­ 
onel Foreman took the regiment to 
^ranc_ei.i.n.....l.917...-ftnd....CQmmaBd.ed.... it. 
throughout the war. He received 
three citations for gallantry and was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal 'for achievements in the St. 
Mihlel and Meuse-Argonne offensives; 

While not in the military service, 
Mr. Foreman practiced law in Chica­ 
go and took an-active Interest in pub' 
lie affairs throughout the state. In 
1899 he was elected to the Chicago 
city council and served six consecutive 
terms.kHe was chairman of the Chi- 
cagojflarter convention whose work 
hus^wome a model for planners of 
new city charters.

Steps Taken to Prevent Spread 
of Insect Pest.

Specialists In Charge of Work Have
Completed Plans for Carrying on

Work Infected Area Borders
on Lake Erie.

(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.)

Suppresslve measures against the 
European corn borer are to be applied 
vigorously this spring in the western 
part of New York state to test the pos 
slblllty of preventing the natural 
spread of this pest. Specialists of the 

( United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture In charge of the work have com­ 
pleted their plans, which will be cur­ 
ried out in co-operation with/ state 
agencies.

The infested urea where the expert- 
- ment .Is to be tried out borders on Luke 
Erie and partly on that section of Can 
ada where the corn borer made its ap­ 
pearance last year. 'The tight is to be 
carried against the insect while In its- 
winter quarters. The corn stubble 
and refuse that have been lying in tin- 
fields since last year's harvest will be 
cleaned up and burned.

Meanwhile, as another method of at 
tack, thousands of cocoons of a small 
wasp-like insect whose grub' Ims beei 
found to be a parasitic enemy of tin 
corn borer are being sent to the U-ni 
ted States by a representative of tin 
department who is in southern Franc* 
studying the enemies of the. pest. Thu> 
far about 5,000 cocoons have been re 
celved at the Boston office of the dp 
partment, where they are hatched ou 
and the winged Insects liberated ti 
hundreds in Infested flelds. The En 
ropean corn borer, which lias beei 
known in this country but u fev 
years, Is looked upon as one of th< 
most dangerous insect pests that huvi 
made their appearance in the (Jnltei 
States. Some fears are entertainc< 
that it will eventually make its wa. 
to the corn belt. Infestations of tin 
pest occur in sections of New Tori 
and Massachusetts, wher« i'edern 
quarantine to check the spread of the 
insect are In force. ' .

GOSLINGS NEED GREEN FEED

Very Little Grain Is Required Unti:
Fowls Are Fully Feathered 

Water ts Essential.

Goslings do not need feed until I lie;. 
are 88 hours old or more, when the* 
should be given stale bread snuked ir, 
milk or water, to which finely chopped 
boiled eggs may be added. Feed thw 
or four times daily for the Hrst txv<; 
or three weeks, with chopped grass 01 
some other green feed added, this lut- 
ter to be increased in quantity from 
the first. Plenty of fresh, clean WH- 
ter should be suppHed, and five per 
cent of fine grit or sharp sand may 
be added to the feed or kept in it 
hopper before the goslings.

After two or three weeks, if the 
goslings have a good grass range, they 
need only one light feed dally of a 
mash made up of two parts shorts 
and one part of cornmeal or ground 
oats or ground barley. After they are 
six weeks old, if they still need eitfu 
feed, change the mash to equal parts 
shorts, cornmeal and ground oats, with 
five per cent meat scwp. Where the 
pasture is good, many goslings are 
raised from the time they are two or 
three weeks old to fattening time with­ 
out any grain feed, but the addition 
of a mash as described above ts an ad­ 
vantage at all times. Whole grains are 
not usually fed until the goiliiigs are 
well feathered.

CARE OF LAWN IS IMPORTANT

Mowing, Rolling, Fertilising and
Watering Have Tendency to Ex.

The general care of the lawn is Im­ 
portant In controlling all lawn weeds. 
Including crab grass, United States 
Department of Agriculture eipwts 
say. Mowing, rolling, fertilizing, and 
watering, in other words, everything 
which contributes to tbtj growth <>f 
the desired graimea, will t«ud to ex­ 
clude weeds. Purchased manure, be­ 
cause of the *«edfl contained, i»   * 
frequent source of weed Infestation In 
lawns. In towing, the seed used 
should b« M pure as can be obtained.
